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REMARKS 

I. Introduction 

Claims 3-7 are presently pending in the application. Claim 3 is the sole independent 

claim. 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the application in light of the present 
amendments and remarks. 

II. 35 U.S.C. S 102 Rejections 

The Office has rejected previously presented claims 1-2 and 8-9 under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(b) as being anticipated by Marks (WO 00/41 1 12) and Dorfman (WO 01/1 1504), and under 
35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Gardner (U.S. Pat. No. 7,003,734) and Anderson 
(U.S. 2004/0093327). 

While Applicant may respectfully disagree with the Office's rejections, in order to 
expedite issuance of a patent Applicant has canceled claims 1-2 and 8-9 without prejudice in 
light of the Office's indication of allowable subject matter in connection with claims 3-7. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that the § 102 rejections have been 
overcome, and reconsideration and withdrawal of these rejections is therefore respectfully 
requested. 

III. Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant is grateful to the Office for the indication that claims 3-7 are allowed, and has 
overcome all pending rejections to order to expedite issuance of a patent. 

IV. Conclusion
